The President replied that he did not think
the question fully settled,  The question as to
whether the Ulack man shall be engraftel in
the Coustitution will be settled as we go along.

Another of the delegates remarked that it
was assumed in some parts of the country that

States had forfeited their rights as members of
the Confederacy, and that if restored it
could only be on -certain conditions, onc of
which was- that slavery shal}] be abolished.
“This could be done only through a Conven~
tion. : e -

The President replied that the friction of
the rebelliop-had rubbed #lavery out, but it
would be. better so to declare by law. As one
of the delegates had just remarkeds that the
Consititntion of South Carolina did not estab-
lish slavery, it were better to msert a clanse
antagonistic to slavery.

Judge Frost said, substantjally: The object
of our prayer is the appointmentrof a Goveryor,
. Tlie State of South Curolina will accept these
conditions in order that law and order may be
restored, and that enterprise and industry may.
be dirgefed to useful ends. We desire festora~
tion as soon as possible. It is the part of wis
dom to juake the best of circumstances., Cer-
tain delpsions have been dispelled by the
revolution ; amongithem that slavery is an
‘elcmqtﬁgi political strength and moral power.

Their minds are much inftamed with liberty.—
They are apt to confound liberty with license,
Their great idea is, I fear, that freedom con-
sists of exemption from work. . We will take
in good faith and carry out your intention

will rejoice more than the peopie of the South
if emancipation prove successful.  Freedom to
the slave is frecdom to the master, provided
you can supply a motive for industry. The
people of South Carolin, from their fidelity to
houor, have submitted to great sacrifice; they
endured all.  'We are defeated and conguered
by the North, who are too strong for us. The
same good faith which animated thep in the
contest will not be found wanting in their
pledge of loyal support to the Government.
